He  j was  excused,  bift  was 
sharply  reproved  for!  his  conduct.  Charges 
were  brought  against  another  member  for  fail- 
ing to  pay  an  account,  and  at  the  following, 
conference  the  debt  Was  reported  settled.  A 
charge  was  also  preferred  • against  two  mem- 
bers for  going'  to  la|w  with  each  other.  A 
committee  was  appointed  and  the  matter  ad- 
justed. A sister  was  excluded,  being  charged 
with  “having  departed  from  the  truth.” 

In  1808  the  association  recommended  to  the 
churches  that  notice  fhould  be  taken  of  any 
improper  treatment  of  their  members  toward 
their  slaves;  also  tha[  the  heads  of  families 
should  maintain  family  worship. 

In  1809,  notice  was  given  of  a”  certain  im- 
postor, one  James  Garnet,  claiming  to  be  a 
minister,  but  whose  Conduct  is  described  as 
being  “base  and  wicked.” 

In  1810  the  body'  mjet  with  Ebenezer  church, 
there  being  seven  churches  in  the  association 
at  this  time.  A query  was  received  from  one 
of  the  churches  to  tli)s  effect:  "Is  the  wash- 
ing of  the  saints’  fe^t  a Christian  duty  or 
not?”  which  was  answered  in  the  affirmative. 
The  amount  of  money  reported  (hat  year  was 
$24.87.  Richard  Cjurtis,  the  first  Baptist 
preacher  in  the  State,  jwas  a regular  attendant 
at  the  meetings  of  thje  association,  but  never 
held  any  office  in  the  body.  It  is  learned  in- 
cidentally through  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shaw,  a Pres- 
byterian minister,  that  Richard  Curtis  spent 
a night  once  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Shaw’s  grand- 
father; that  he  held  services  with  the  family, 
and  for  this  Curtis  wag  imprisoned  two  weeks.

sities of  life  have  already  (Niv.  1st)  doubled 
in  price.  Thousands  of  he  uses  have  peen 
destroyed.  Thousands  of  peiple  are  already 
living  on  one  meal  a day,  anil  often  this  fneal 
is  composed  only  of  gruel  .-{nd  sweet  pitato 
leaves.  Tens  of  thousands  have  leftv  their 
homes  to  beg  elsewhere.  Some  throw  jtheir 
children  into  the  water  and  1 hen  commit  -sui- 
cide. Many  are  selling  their  children  for  at  nost 
nothing.  The  farmers  are  selling  th$ir  wrk 
animals  to  buy  food,  and  hriev  no  wheat  to 
plant  for  next  year’s  crop. 

Unless  relief  he  given,  frAm  eight  to  ten, 
millions  of  these  people  will  isoon  he  fade  to 
afee  with  fameine  and  feveit  The  provision

which  the  Chinese  govern^’etit  has  made  to 

meet  these  needs,  even  w-<e  ij  honeTiy  admin- 
istered, is.wofully  inadequate.  Allowing  only  25c 
silver  for  each  individual  in  nied.  From  recent 
information  in  the  Shanghai  i papers  the  [offi- 
cials are  forcing  the  famine  sufferers,  with  gun 
boats  am!  soldiers,  to  remaiij  in  the  floioded 

districts  while  failing;  to  prAvide  them  jwith 
the  food  they  must  have  or  sljarve  in  their]  das- 
olate  and  foodless  hffmes.  fhe  N.  C.  6aily 
News  reports  that  10,000  families  were  com- 
pelled to  remain  in  Nauchoufu  alone,  the  offi- 
cials promising  to  feed  them!  That  the  help 
rendered  by  the  officials  is  inadequate  is  shown 
by  the  serious  disturbances  inj  that  sedionj  the 
people  saying  they  might  as ; well  die  by  the 
sword  as  starvation. 

When  it  is  remembered  that)  there  ^s  no  hope 
or  relief  from  famine  before;  the  ripening  of 
new  crops  next  June,  it  is1  feared  that:  the 
larger  part  of  these  millions  in  the  flood  coun- 
try will  be  affected  by  the  famine  and  the  'con- 
ditions will  be  indescribably  awful.  The  need 
is  urgent  and  acute  suffering  has  already  be- 
gun. 

We  tppeal  to  the  humane  sympathy  of  all 
Christian  and  philanthropic  people  to  help  us 
feed  these  suffering  fellowbeitigs.
